| Declaration to all Ourloving Subjes, publiſhedin Jannary laſt, 
by the advice of Our Privie Councell, in which We endeavoured 
to make as lively a confeſſion of Our Self, in this point, as We 
were able, being moſt afſured that the conſtant Praftice of Our 
Life hath been anſwerable thereunto : And therefore We did ra- 
ther expe a Teſtimony and Acknowledgement of ſuch Our zeal 
and Piety , then thoſe expreffions We meet with in this Declara- 
tion, of any deſfigne of altering Religion in this Kingdom. And 
We do( out of the innocencie of Our Soul) wiſh, That the Judge- 
mentsof Heayen may be manifeſted upon thoſe,who have, or had 
any ſuch Deſigne. Et | 

As for the Scots troubles, We had well thought that thoſe un- 
happy. differences had been wrapt up in perpetuall ſilence, by the 
Ad of Oblivion, which being ſolemnly paſt in the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms, ſtops Our.mouth from any other Reply, then to 
ſhew Our great diſlike for reviving the memory thereof. 

Ifthe rebellion in Ireland, (ſo odio: to all Chriſtians) ſeems to 
have been framed & maintained in Eng/ard, or to haye any coun- 
tenance from hence, We conjure both Our Houſes of Parliament, 
and all Our loving Subjects whatſoever, to uſe all poſſible means to 
diſcover and finde ſuch out, thar We may joyn inthe moſt exem- 
plary vengeance upon them that can be imagin:d : But We muſt 
think Our Self highly and cauſlefly injured in Our Reputation, if 
any Declaration, Aion, or Expreſſion of the Iriſh Rebels , any 
Letter from Count Roſertie to the Papiſts,for faſting & praying,or 
from Treſtram Whitcombe, of ſtrange ſpecches utteredin Ireland, 
ſhal beget any jealouſie, ormiſapprehenſion in Our Subje&s of Ouc 
Juſtice,Piety and Aﬀeion, it being evident toall.underſtandings, 
That thoſe miſchievous and wicked Rebels, are not ſo capable of 
great advantage, as by having their falſe diſco ſes fo far beleeved, 
asto raiſe Fearsand Jealouſies to the diſtraftion of this Kingdom, 
the onely way to their ſceurity : And We cannot expreſle a deep- 
er ſenſe of the ſuff:ring of Our poor Proteſtant SubjeAs in that 
Kingdom, then We have done in Our often Meſſages to both 
Hatiſes, by which We have offzfed, and are ſtill ready to venture 
Our Royall Perſon for their Redemption , well knowing, that as 
Weare ( in Our own Intereſt ) more concerned in them, ſo We

For the manifold attempts to provoke Our late Armie, and the 
Armie ofthe Scots, and to raiſea FaXion in the City- of Londoy, 
and other parts of the Kingdom ; If itbe faid, as relating to Us, 
Wecannot without great indignation, ſuffer Our Self tobe re- 
proached, to have intended the leaſt Force or threatning to Our 
Parliament ; as the being privie to the bringing up of the Armie 
would imply : whereas We call God to witnefſe , We never had 
any ſuch tho zght, or knew of any ſuch reſolution concerning Our 
late Armie. - ; 

For the Petition ſhewed to U> by Captain Legg, We well re- 
member the ſame , and the occaſion of. that Conterence; Captain 
Legg being lately come out of the North, and repairing to Us at 
white all, We asked him of the ſtate of Our Army,and(after ſome 
' relation made of it) he told Us, Thatthe Commanders and officers 
of the Armie had a minde to petition the Parliament, asothers of 


Our People had done, and ſhewed Us-the copie of a Petition, 


which Weread, and finding it to be very humble, deſiring the 
Parliament might receive no interruption in the Reformation of 


the Church and State, to the modell of Queen Elzabeths dayes; 


We told him , We aw no harm in it: Whereupon he replied, 


That he beleeved all the Officers of the Armie would like it,onely 


he thought Sir Facob A/ley would beunwilling to ſigne it, out of 
fear thatit might diſpleaſe Us. We then read the Petition over 
again, and then obſerving nothing in matter or form We concei-
